THE PRESIDENTIAL OUTLOOK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 2.—Don Cameron has 
always been confident of his ability to win 
whenever he chose to show his hand. During 
the alleged Blaine boom in Pennsylvania, and 
the reported decline of the Grant wave, he kept 
his peace. He went to Harrisburg Thursday to 
remain until after the Convention, and in two 
days he convinced everybody that he was master 
of the Republican party in this State. Saturday 
Allegheny County instructed her eighteen dele- 
gates for Grant, and the same day Dauphin 
County, in which Harrisburg is situated, in- 
structed four delegates the same way. Forty- 
five ot the forty-six Philadelphia delegates 
have been gained over to Cameron. This gives 
him sixty-seven to start with. He has besides 
stragglers in nearly every county,and nearly 
all the uninstructed delegates are hismen. The 
Blaine men here freely admit to- night that Cam- 
eron will control the Convention and do what- 
ever he likes with it. Col. McClure, of Times, 
says the vote will be about 150 for eron to 
100 for the opposition of all kinds. Mr. Edward 
McPherson, of the Press, an original Blaine man, 
looks for about the same result, 
PUTTING THE BLAINE VOTE 
only as high as 105 at the ontside. Sixty to fifty- 
five have been for Blaine, 
conven that passed resolutions to 
Blaine, but refused to instruct. The mischief 
has been caused by the treachery of the Phila- 
delphia delegation. Though composed exclu- 
sively of men opposed to Grant, and represent- 
ing a city said to be entirely hostile to the third 
term, the delegation was won over by the artful 
persuasions of Cameron, who appealed to them 
on personal grounds, and said a failure 
to carry the State for Grant would be 
a personal mortification for him and a triumph 
for his enemies. These able arguments pre- 
vailed, and Philadelphia is now understood to be 
under the Cameronian thumb. All that remains 
to be considered is what Cameron will do with 
the Convention now he has got it. His own 
County Convention has adopted a resolution fa- 
voring a solid vote for Grant, and the unit rule. 
This is supposed to be the program he will force 
on the Convention. Unless some unforeseen 
contingency occurs, he will do whatever he 
chooses. 
THERE ARE INDICATIONS, 

however, that the rule of the machine will not 
be quietly submitted to by all factions of the 
party. Someof the leading menof Philadel- 
phia have issued an address to the delegates to 
the Convention at Harrisburg, in which the for- 
mation of an independent party in this State, 
like that in New York, is foreshadowed under 
certain contingencies. The signers of the address 
say: ** The Republican party represents in great 
part the intelligence, the conscience, and the 
thrift of the American people. Precisely for 
that reason it contains a majority of those on 
whom party ties sit lightly, and who 
will not permit themselves to be 
driven through blind leadership to 
the support of men whom they distrust, or of 
measures which fail in receiving their approval. 
The results of the November election in New 
York are full of pregnant warning of what can 
be accomplished by the united action of those 
who care less for party supremacy than for the 
great onds for which party organizations are but 
a means, and he must be blind to all the signs of 
the times who shall not see that this experiment 
will be repeated on a larger scale at the ap- 
proaching Presidential election

CLEVELAND, Jan. 31.—Secretary Sherman, as 
might naturally be expected, leads to-day as the 
Presidential candidate before the public, while 
Samuel J. Tilden is the most certain to receive 
the support of the Democratic party. There is 
this difference, however, between the two: that 
while Mr. Sherman will have no little difficuly in 
holding his own, to say nothing of making in- 
roads upon the support belonging to the other 
candidates, Mr. Tilden is growing constantly in 
power and support, and will soon be in 
a position to dictate terms even to Mr. 
Thurman. The most formidable thing Mr. Sher 
man has now to fear—barring always the ques- 
tion of Grant’s candidacy—is the sudden and 
surprising upward movement of the Blaine 
stock during the past ten days. Ohio seems to 
be catching the infection that has swept along 
the western border of Pennsylvania, and that 
has caused several Pennsylvania towns to 
already instruct their delegates to the State 
Convention to work and vote for a Blaine dele- 
gation in the Chicago Convention.

ful investigation made by the Committee to 
ascertain the present condition, character, use- 
fulness, and capacity for warlike purposes of 
each vessel named inthe navy register. Intro- 
ducing this branch of the subject in hand the 
report says: 

Small as the number of our naval vessels is 
as compared with the other navies of the world, 
it is infinitly smaller in real fighting power; and 
it is time for — 4 and the country to face 
the fact and provide the remedy. .. The 
information here presented may be unwelcome 
and humiliating, but National honor and safety 
alike demand t the plain truth be told, to the 
end that the people may be able to judge 
whether Congress has done or is doing its duty 
in — — for the National defense and for 
maintaining the honor of the American name.“ 

THE FIRST- RATES. 

The Committee then proceeded to narrate the 
dates and methods of construction and the pres- 
ent condition of all the steam vessels of our 
navy, ship by ship. It is found that although 
the five “first-rates” now on the register— 
namely: the Colorado, Franklin, Minnesota, 
Niagara, and Wabash—were originally the 
equals of any of their class in the world, they 
must now be classed as obsolete and practically 
out of use as vessels of war. The mmittee 
says: 

At is probable that they might perform some 
service in case of necessity, but they hardly 
could be relied upon as cruisi ships without 
the expenditure of gm sums for new boilers, 
machinery, etc., and for general repairs. It is 

that these vesse 8, Classed as the first- 


power, and in casé of war, offensive or defen- 
sive, would take a very subordinate place. 
We class them as non-combatants. So 
long as any of them can be made useful as re- 
ceiving, training, or store ships without exten- 
sive repairs it may be wise to retain them, but 
when, as has the Niagara, ＋ cease to be use- 
ful for such purpose they should be pron 
sold or broken up, and no money should be 
wasted on their eare and preservation. Longer 
to retain the Niagara on our navy register is 
worse than useless; it is a deception, besides be- 
ing a waste of public money; and the same may 
be said of many of the other vessels classed as 
naval vessels on the register. 
SECOND- RATES. 

“Of the twenty-seven ‘second-rates,’ three 
namely: the Connecticut and Pennsylvania at 
Boston and the Java at New York—are unfin- 
ished on the stocks, rotten, and worthless; seven 
are ‘laid up in ordinary, unfit for further use, 
and probably all unworthy of repair; two are 
undergoing repairs; three await repairs; one is 
on the stocks unfinished, but worthy of comple- 
tion: one is a mere store bulk; one is disabled 
on account of yellow-fever;’ and only nine out 
of the whole number of twenty-seven are now in 


condition for service.” 


THIRD- RATES. 

Of the twenty-nine third-rate steamers named 
in the register six are found to be laid up in 
ordinary, worthless for naval pu and 
should be sold or broken up to save the expense 
of their care; six are deemed worth of repair, 
and are either undergo or awaiting repairs; 
two are antiquated — le-wheel steamers o 
obsolete type, expensive in use and of little, if 
any, value for strictly naval p and the 
remaining fifteen are fit for service.

Tue St. Petersburg Golos, a newspaper 
which is frequently wounding the sensibil- 
ities of the Czar’s Government, has again 
run athwart the hawse of the Imperial Ship 
of State, and thereby gotten into trouble 
once more. The paper in question published 
the fact that there were now confined in one 
of the Russian fortresses an Archbishop and 
two Bishops who have suffered martyrdom 
for opinion’s sake,—the first named for twen- 
ty-six years and the two latter for nearly 
twenty years. The article closed With the sim- 
ple asse that the Government had prob- 
ably forgotten these cases. Whether the as- 
sertion is true or not, it is quite certain Im- 
perial authority has neither forgotten nor 
forgiven the Golos for the reminder, as a 
decree ‘emanating from the Interior Depart- 
ment forbids the publication of advertise- 
ments in that sheet for one month. 

ITALY appears to be passing throngh a 
dreadful crisis which falls with heavy weight 
upon the laboring classes. Wages have been 
greatly reduced, employment is very scarce, 
and taxes are ruinously high. The national 
debt, it is stated, is $1,840,000,000, requiring 
the annual payment of $84,000,000 interest, 
and there is a constant deficit. All the large 
cities are heavily in debt also. Florene, 
with only 170,000 people, owes $30,000,000, 
and Naples, one of the poorest cities in Eu- 
rope, $21,000,000. In the cities workmen are 
living on publie charity, and in the country 
the are barely subsisting. The out- 
look is 
rapidly ifesting itself in revolutionary 
form ng the people. Nearly all this 
misery results from the tremendous expendi- 
tures upon the army and navy, arising from 
the desperate effort of the Government to 
keep pace with its more powerful neighbors. 

Ir appears to us that many of our con- 
temporaries are magnifying a molehill into a 
mountain in their discussion of the canal 
that M. de Lesseps proposes to build, and the 
prospects of a war between France and this 
country growing out of it. Will it not be 

enough to assert the Monroe doctrine 
when it is certain that M. de Lesseps is going 
to build his canal? So long as there isa 
well-grounded possibility that the canal will 
not be built, and a still better grounded prob- 
ability that if it is built it will never work, 
would it not be well to wait before getting 
into fighting heat? And meanwhile, if we 
are going to fight France and the rest of 
Europe, where is our navy? If there is to be 
a fight why not let Admiral Ammen and M.

countries, have it out together? As M. de 
Lesseps says the earthquakes will uproot 
Ammen’s canal in no time, and Ammen says 
the rains will wash out the Lesseps canal in 
still less time, there is provocation enough on 
both sides to get up a firstclass scrimmage 
between the two canallers.

AN address has been issued by some of the 
leading men of Philadelphia for presentation 
at the Pennsylvania State Convention, which 
meets at Harrisburg to-morrow, in which the 
signers, constituting an element in the Re- 
publican party in Pennsylvania correspond- 
ing to the “Scratchers” of last November in 
New York, direct attention to the dan- 
ger of alienating the Independent Re- 
publican vote by the nomination of 
a candidate for the Presidency which 
it will refuse to support. The closing 
portion of the address indicates With suffl- 
cient clearness four persons named in con- 
nection with the Presidency neither of whom 
would receive the support of the Philadel- 
phia Independents, viz.: Grant, Sherman, 
Blaine, and Conkling, who are obviously the 
aspirants alluded to in this striking sentence: 
“We say briefly, that the number of Repub- 
licans is very large who cannot be relied 
upon to support, on the one hand, one 
whose. candidacy would violate the tradi- 
tion which has become part of the unwrit- 
ten law of the Nation; nor, on the other, 
one who regards the skillful use of 
patronage for personal ends ag the highest 
function of a statesman; nor one whose 
past inability to resist temptation would put 
his supporters on the defensive throughout 
the campaign; nor one whose personal am- 
bition may lead him to regard the public 
service as a mere instrumentality for fur- 
thering his own ends, and whose convictions 
are but expressions of temporary expedien- 
cy.” This is a protest against more than 
Cameronism in Pennsylvania politics, as it 
includes three candidates whom Cameron is 
not supposed to favor; and, whether it re- 
ceives respectful treatment or otherwise at 
the hands of the State Convention, it will 
attract attention throughout the country as 
the expression of a class of men who prefer 
to oppose bad nominations in Convention 
rather than at the polls. 


THE TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 

The promised war between the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company and the Pacific Rail- 
roads has been opened by an announcement 
that the former will hereafter carry passen- 
gers between New York and San Francisco 
via the Isthmus Railway for $75 in the first- 
class cabin. and $35 in the steerage. This 
rate includes all the charges made by rail for 
transportation, sleeping-car, and meals, 
which, from New York to San Francisco, do 
not fall far short of $200 in the aggregate. It 
cannot be doubted that the new rate by 
steamer will divert a very large proportion of 
the transcontinental travel from the railroads 
unless the latter shall promptly accommo- 
date themselves to the situation reduce 
their rates in proportion. A séa-voyage of 
three weeks, in comfortable quarters, and 
with a good table, is regarded by many per- 
sons as preferable to six days’ continuous 
ride in the cramped space of a railroad seat, 
and the former accommodations will be the 
more attractive if they can be secured 
for something like $100 less. ‘The steamers 
will obtain the patronage of the public 
not only from New York and the neighbor- 
ing cities, but from the interior as far West 
as Chicago and St. Louis, and the entire 
Pacific coast, at the new terms if the rail- 
roads shall maintain their old rates. The rail- 


road charge should not properly exceed two 


cents a mile, which would make $75 a fair 
rate between New York and San Francisco, 
for there is no part of the journey which is 
unusually costly te the railway service. 
There has been no announcement of the 
new freight rate as yet, but it it be in the 
same proportion of reduction as the new 
passenger rate (about 40 per cent) it will 
secure for the steamships all the freight they

THE AGITATION FOR AN OPERA-HOUSE. 
The completion and success of the Central 
Music-Hall has given a fresh impetus to the 
agitation for a new opera-house in Chicago. 
If we are to have opera, there is no question 
of the necessity of a fitting house in which 
to give it, and there is equally no question 
that we have now no such house. No one 
acquainted with the history of operain this 
city will deny that the best, most elexant, and 
most profitable seasons of opera were given 
in the Crosby Opera-House from 1865 to 1870, 
That structure was, in every respect, one of 
the finest, if not the finest, auditoriums in 
the country for its special purpose. Every- 
thing about it was planned for that object, 
and the result was the most remarkable sea- 
sons of opera Chicago has ever known. 
However excellent our theatres may be for 
dramatic performances, they are not adapted 
for operatic. The opera is a luxury; and a 
luxury, to be thoroughly enjoyed, must have 
appropriate conditions of comfort, con- 
venience, elegance, and ventilation, 
as well as those appointments which 


are necessary to lyric and dramatic

requirements, These are not to de 
found in any theatre in Chicago. More than 
this, the theatre is always a temptation to 
managers to give opera on a cheap scale,—not 
in prices, but in performances,—while an 
opera-house always calls for a higher stand- 
ard. It presents inducements for great 
artists to come and to give us their best 
work, and it necessitates greater care upon 
the part of the manager in mounting his 
operas. If the opera is a luxury, it is just as 
true that the patrons of opera are luxurious 
in their tastes, and much more disposed to pat- 
ronize opera when it is given in the highest 
style, such as is attainable when it is pre- 
sented in an elegantly appointed opera- 
house, than when it is cheaply put upon the 
stage in a theatre. . 

It is a cheerfu! indication of popular senti- 
ment that many of our leading business-men 
and capitalists are agitating this question, 
and have quite freely pronounced in its favor. 
It will awaken fresh interest in the subject, 
the announcement that some leading New 
York capitalists have signified to Mr. Me- 
Vicker, who is now in that city, their will- 
ingness to advance capital for that purpose, 
previded the building is constructed upon a 
commercial basis, and that Mr. Mc Vicker is 
giving the matter his thoughtful considera- 
tion. This is the only safe basis upon which 
an opera-house can be built in Chicago, and 
upon this basis thereis no question but that 
it can be made to pay. It is useless to look 
to the auditorium proper for any return from 
the investment, because it must lie idlea 
large part of the year; but it can be made to 
pay from rentals as well as any other busi- 
ness block. To secure this result it should 
be erected in the business section of the 
city, where rents are in demand, and 
where at the same time it will be 
easy of access from all parts of the city. 
Such a building, containing ample store and 
office rooms, with an auditorium that is 
comfortable and convenient rather than 
showy, and with a stage large enough and 
thoroughly —— heaviest grand 
operas, would unqu y pay a hand- 
some interest on the investment in the way 
of business rentals. Of its need there is no 
doubt, always admitting that opera is a 
necessity. We have one of the finest music- 
halis in the world, which has been erected 
upon a purely commercial basis, and which 
at the very outset offered such induce 
ments as an investment that our business- 
men were not slow to take. advantage of 
them. An opera-house can be put up in the 
same manner and be made to pay equally 
well, if our business-men will put their 
heads together and lay the foundation for it 
in a business-like manner. . The hint from 
New York ought to be a spur in this direc- 
tion.

When there area number of vessels passing 
both ways at the same time all ¢hese 
to 


bridges 
must be kept open in order to give a suffi- 
ciency of room. But that is not all nor the 
worst. Long propellers and fouramasted 
sailing vessels cannot lie in the space between 
two streets, and such ships will not, as now, 
be able to lie to and wait between bridges to 
allow the execution of the ten-minute rule. 
Thus, if the proposed bridge at Dearborn 
. closed ten minutes to let teams over 
the Dridge, and à long propeller comes in 
from the lake, it will lie in the draw of State- 
street bridge, keeping it open and stopping 
travel for the ten minutes the Dearborn- 
street bridge is closed. And, if a long four- 
master or along propeller is going down the 
tiver to sea, it will lie in the draw of Clark 
street while Dearborn is closed. Thus, while 
travel is being accommodated at Dearborn, it 
is shut off at State and Clark by vessels wait- 


ing for the Dearborn-street bridge to open. 


Thus two nuisances will be created to over- 
balance one benefit. And the same trouble 
will happen at Van Buren and Adams with 
long vessels under the ten-minute rule, which 
rule is absolutely necessary, if a bridge is 
thrust across between them at Jackson. 

In case of a number of vessels passing each 
way at the same time, the certainty is that 
there will be inextricable jams, during which 
not merely one bridge, as happens now, but 
three bridges, will be kept open, to the inter- 
ruption of travel on all three streets. Great 
as is the delay and inconvenience experienced 
now by keeping a single bridge open and the 
suspension of travel on one street at a time, 
the evil will be greatly aggravated when the 
bridges shall be so close to one another that the 
closing of one will necessitate the opening of 
two bridges to accommodate the travel on 
one, This would be such an annoyance and 
nuisance that the publie would not submit to 
it, but would remove the obstructing bridge, 
or force it to be kept open during the season 


Ot navigation. When the people of Wash- 


ington street clamored for a bridge, the 


‘Council gave them a tunnel costing half a 


million of dollars rather than erect such an 
obstruction at that point, and so of La Salle 
street it was deemed better to spend another 
half million than to create a bridge 
huisance at that point to _ interfere 
with the crossings at Wells and Clark. 
The space for moving vessels is altogether 
too small now, and what will it be when the 
bridges areas numerous as the streets? The 
liability, the probability of collisions of ves- 
sels, and of vessels with bridges, and the 
losses of property and life will be largely in- 
creased, and this, too, without increasing in 
the least the facilities for travel from one di- 
vision to the other. 

It is to be hoped the City Council will hesi- 
tate long before it authorize either of these 
bridges, and that, recognizing the wisdom of 
the present policy, it will adhere to that pol- 
icy firmly for the future. 


THE EDISON LIGHT. 
> Mr. D. F. Boughton, the Superintendent 
of the Wisconsin State Hospital for the In- 
sane, sends us a copy of the Phuwnber and 


- Sanitary Engineer, and calls attention to an 


article upon Mr. Edison’s electric light, 
which is devoted to showing that Mr, Edison 
has been traveling over road that has been 
explored by others in the past. Before re- 
plying to it, we reproduce the substance of 
what is claimed. It is shown that in 1845 an 
American named Starr took out in England 
a patent for producing light by electricity, 
which contained the following description: 

“The invention has for its basis the use of 
metallic conductors, or of continuous carbons, 
heated to whiteness by the passage of the electric 
current. The best metal for this purpose is 
platinum, the best carbon is retert-carbon. 
When carbon is employed, it is useful on ac- 
count of its affinity for oxygen at high temper- 
atures to cover it from air and moisture.”’ 

Then follows a description of the glass 
vessel, in which a vacuum has been formed, 
containing the thin rod or filament of carbon. 
It Is also shown that in 1858 M. Jobart con- 
tributed to the French Academy a paper in 
which he set forth the claims of M. de 
Changy, a chemist and physicist, and among 
them the following: 

In his laboratory, where he has worked alone 
for the past six years, I saw a battery of twelve 
Bunsen elements producing a constant lumi- 
nous are between two carbons, in a regulator of 
his own invention,—tifs regulator being the 
most simple and perfect 1 have ever seen. A 
dozen small miner’s lamps were also in the cir- 
euit, and he could, at pleasure, light or extin- 
guish either one or the other, or all together, 


without diminishing or increasing the intensity | 


of the light through the extinction of the neigh- 
boring lamps. The lamps, which are inclosed in 
hermetically-sealed glass tubes, are intended for 
the ligh of mines in which there is fire- 
damp, ang for the street lamps, which would by 
this system be all lighted or put out at the same 
time on the circuits being opened or closed. 
“The trials that have hitherto been made, 
with the-objeet of producing an electric light by 
means of heated platinum, have failed om ac- 
count of the melting of the wires. This diffi- 
culty has been overcome by M. de Changy’s 
dividing regulator. The cost of the light is esti- 
mated to be half that of gas. A lamp placed at 
the masthead of a ship would form a permanent 
signal for about six months without the necessi- 
ty of changing the platinum. With several such 
lights, placed in tubes of colored giass, it would 
be easy to telegraph by night, as they could be 
extinguished and relighted rapidly from the 


deck.“ 


Admitting the truth of all that is contained 


in the claims of both Starr and Changy, and 


of the dozen others also who have modified 
orimproved upon their general plans, the 
question still recurs, What of it? One of 
theseinventors, thirty-five years ago, and the 
other twenty-two years ago, claim to have 
produced an electric light, but where is it? 
They never lit any workshops, hauses, mihes, 
ships, or streets. There is no record that 
they ever put a lamp in practical use. There 
is no record toshow that these inventors ever 
applied electricity to illuminating purposes 
except the descriptions and models which are 


lumbering up patent-offices, and the fact 


itself long ago faded out of the public mem- 
ory and would never have come to the sur- 
face again had it not been for Mr. Edison’s 
practical experiments, which have awakened 
the jealousies of his enviousand disappointed 
competitors. | 

Mr. Edison has never claimed to have dis- 
covered this wonderful quality of electricity. 
He simply claims to have applied it success- 
fully, and that the carbon material which he 
uses is new. But assuming that there is 
nothing in his system which was not antici- 
pated years ago, he still has the right to 
claim the credit for what he has done, and 
the world will not be slow in giving it to 
him when his lamps are burning in our 
houses and streets, and that credit will be all 
the more enthusiastic because he has ac- 
complished his success in the face of the 
failures of others. If it could be shown that 
any one of these scientisis had made his 
lamp burn so that it could be brought into 
practical use, Mr, Edison’s claim could be 
denied. But they discovered the system and 
never applied it for want of ingenuity or lack 
of intelligence, He has applied it. They 
did not make their lamps burn so that they 
could be used. His have been burning with- 
out interruption for weeks. They couldn 
make it go and he has made it go. All the 
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accomplish this noone who knows his in- 
domitable perseverance, courage, and in- 
dustry willeven doubt. Where others have 
failed he has succeeded, and for that muen 
credit is due to without any refer- 
ence to what others have doné before him. 


If he suceeeds in bringing his light into 
common use, the world will give little 
credit to other inventors who can show no 
basis for their claims except the moldy ree- 
ords of patent-offices. What the world wants 
is a lamp which will burn and a lamp which 
it can use. Mr. Edison has solved the first 
branch of the problem. Give him time 
enough and he will solve the remainder of it.
